such an appointment. The super- 
vision of the insane and its budget 
has also been included in the duties 
and budget for the poor farm for 
1926, thereby increasing their for- 
mer budget from $ 1 20,000 to 
$208,000. 

Since this is of great importance, 
this opportunity is given to you to 
know more about your own affairs. 

In addition, other important in- 
formation, legislative and political, 
will be given at this time. 

An executive board meeting was 
held at the home of the chairman, 
Mrs, C. P. Fowler, on Wednesday 
morning.

Old Narberth Resident Dies Suddenly 
in Philadelphia. 
Albert Golze, of 104 Maple ave- 
nue, died at the Jefferson Hospital 
Tuesday night after a very brief 
illness. He collapsed on the street 
and died without regaining con- 
sciousness. - v ^Jft 

Mr. Golze Was a member of the 
firm of Little & Golze, merchant 
tailors, of 42 South Nineteenth 
street, Philadelphia, and Princeton, 
N. J. 

He was the son of the late Gus- 
tavus Golze, a tailor on Arch street, 
Philadelphia. He had been a resi- 
dent of Narberth nearly 20 years 
and well known in the borough. In- 
terested in trees and gardens, he 
was, at the time of his death, a mem- 
ber of the Borough Shade Tree 
Commission, on which body he had 
served since its formation. 

He was a thirty-second degree 
Mason and an active Shriner, He 
attended the Narberth Presbyterian 
Church. 

He is survived by his widow, 
Mrs. Laura Root Golze; two broth- 
ers, Rudolph Golze, of Washington, 
D. C, solicitor to the Controller 
General of the United States, and 
Leon Golze, of Philadelphia; three 
sisters, the Misses Emily and Ma- 
tilda Golze, and Mrs. Charles M. 
Fletcher, all of Philadelphia. 

Funeral services will be held to- 
day from parlors at 1820 Chestnut 
street, Philadelphia.

It is a public library and is lo- 
cated on the street floor of the Y. 
M. C. A. Building, at the corner 
of Haverford and Forrest avenues. 
It is open every Monday, Tuesday, 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday 
afternoons from 3 to 5 o'clock, and 
every Friday evening from 7 to 9 
o'clock. ; 

The library contains more 
4000 volumes on open s^ielves. 



tion, history, biography, science, art, 
poetry, drama, many standard 
works of reference and current is- 
sues and files of back issues of many 
of the well-known periodicals. 
There is a children's as well as an 
adult department, each in charge of 
a librarian. 

All children's books are free. In 
the adults' department books pub- 
lished during the current year or 
the two preceding years are charged 
for at the rate of two cents per book 
per library day, with a minimum 
charge of 16 cents pet book.

# Montgomery County Commis- 
sioners were officially notified last 
week by the Montgomery County 
Tuberculosis Society ithat manda- 
mus proceedings would be institut- 
ed in an attempt to force the erec- 
tion of a county tuberculosis hos- 
pital. 

The notice was in the form of a 
letter from Attorney Irvin Knipe, 

"I am preparing a petition to be 
presented to the Court of Common 
Pleas of Montgomery county for a 
mandamus to compel the county and 
its Commissioners to proceed to 
acquire a site and prepare plans and 
construct a county tuberculosis hos- 
pital," the attorney wrote. 

"As the filing of this petition 
may be somewhat delayed, I am 
giving you this advance notice so 
you can include in your 1926 budget 
such contributions as you deem 
proper to enable you to carry out the 
order of the Court, if, as we hope, 
our petition is granted." 

The intention of the Tuberculosis 
Society to seek a Court order was 
made some months ago when re- 
peated efforts to get the county to 
build the hospital as ordered by vot- 
ers at the polls failed. 
Is a Test Case. 

The move was a test action, Dr. 
William G. Miller, president of the 
society, declared at a meeting of its 
directors in Norristown, Tuesday 
last. Other counties in the States 
where the erection of hospitals are 
pending are watching the Montgom- 
ery county case. 

Dr. Miller stated that the man- 
damus proceedings petition has been 
signed by the Governor and that the 
Attorney General had agreed to 
bring suit in the name of the Com- 
ihon wealth. ; ~ - ->•■■- — -. j.^.. 

A few minutes after the. receipt 
of the letter notifying the county 
of the mandamus proceedings, 
County Controller Irvin presented 
a budget for 1926 in which provi- 
sion was made for the care of tuber- 
cular patients at the Montgomery 
County Home near Black Horse. 
Mr. Irvin completed his budget be- 
fore receiving information of the 
move of the Montgomery County 
Tuberculsis Society. 

In Care of Poor Directors. 

The controller contends the poor 
directors should have jurisdiction 
over the tuberculosis patients as 
well as the indigent insane. For 
the almshouse an appropriation of 
$208,000 is provided, which will 
take care of the county home, main-

charges are immediately reinvested 
in still newer publications. Thus 
the very latest books dealing with all 
subjects are purchased and made 
available for the public's use just 
as rapidly as the accumulation of 
rental receipts will permit. 

Any resident of Narberth or vici- 
nity — child or adult — may borrow 
books simply by going to the Lib- 
rary during the hours stated and fil- 
ing his or her name and address 
with Mrs. Elizabeth K. Wood, the 
librarian, or any of her assistants. 

The Library is now a public com- 
munity institution in the full sense 
of the phrase — the recent gift to 
the people of Narberth by the 
Women's Community Club, whose 
members started the work five years 
ago. Today, as throughout its en- 
tire history, the work of the Library 
has been done by voluntary work- 
ers, none of whom has ever re- 
ceived a penny's compensation. 

The Library is now managed and 
directed by the Narberth Commun- 
ity Library Association, which is 
composed of a group of men and 
women citizens. Any resident of 
Narberth is eligible for membership 
in this association. There are two 
forms of membership, yearly and 
life, the fee for the former being 
$1 per year, and the latter $25.

"Pussyfoot" Johnson, who has 
just returned after several months 
of work in the Balkan States, is 
indulging in some bitter criticism of 
the big wet daily papers of the 
country for misrepresenting him.
